On  Militia  Duty. 

A complaint  of  the  Young  Men  ol 
this  (fate,  is  become  general  enough  to 
delerYe  a candid  and  Co.  C fe  difcuflioil. 

It  is  contended,  that  lincc  they 
fubjeft  to  militia  duty  from  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  and  lince  they  pay  coun- 
ty taxes, 'and  that  they  work  on  tin 
roads  from  the  age  of  16  years,  they 
oCh’-ht  to  enjoy  the  right  of  voting,  ot 
which,  nevertheless  they  are  deprived 
hv  the  conftitution,  till  they  have  at- 
tained thq  age  of  2 l years  ; or,  if  they 
are  deprived  of  the  right  of  voting, 
thev  fay  they  ought  to  be  exempted 
from  paying  taxes.  It  is  eafy  to  prove 
that  the  one  is  no:  the  confequence  of 
the 

The  term  of  21  years  having  been 
fixed  by  law  in  all  the  United  States  for 
the  management  ot  our  private  civil 
concerns,  it  was  natural,  propel  and  ve- 
ry reatonable,  to  dx  the  fame  term  of 
21  year9,  by  our  conftitution,  to  enjoy 
the  right  of  voting  ; being  an  atl  of 
the  greateft  importance,  requiring  the 
maturity  of  age,  and  a difeerning  judg- 
ment, for  the  choice  of  perfons  to  bi 
entrufted  with  the  management  of  our 
moft  precious  interefts,  the  formation 
and  the  execution  of  the  laws.  This 
point  of  the  fixation  of  21  years  for 
private  civil  concerns,  a id  the  righ 
voting,  being  both  admitted  to  be  jult 
and  proper  ; it  remains  now  to  examine, 
if  the  young  men  under  2 1 , ought  to  be 
exempted  from  militia  duty* *  from  coun- 
ty taxes  and  fro  n working  on  the  roads, 
as  a confequence  of  their  excluGon  from 
voting : We  will  examine  thefe  three 
points  feparately. 

If  militia  exercife  is  called  a duty,  it 
is  certainly  an  agreeable  ana  glorious 
one  ; it  is,  in  reality,  a right,  a privilege 
an  advantage  ; and  ought  to  be  enjoyed 
with  pleafure,  and  a fort  of  pride,  by  all 
the  free  citizens  of  a republican  govern- 
ment, of  which  the  fubjects  of  defpo- 
tic,  monarchical  and  arbitrary  govern- 
ments of  Europe,  are  deprived  : They 
are,  it  is  true,  enlifted  as  militia  men  ; 
but  they  are  taken  only  from  the  plough, 
and  from  mechanical  arts,  to  ferve  all 
'their  life,  under  officers,  not  of  their 
own  choice  ; trained  in  a hard  manner, 
and  difpofed  of  at  the  will,  and  fome- 
times  fold  by  their  fovereig.it,  to  fight  in 
foreign  countries,  for  caufes,  and  for 
people  unknown  and  indifferent  to  them.

As  to  county  taxes,  they  are  purely 
local,  and  a fmall  compenfation  for  the 
advantages  that  the  young  men  receive 
from  fociety  ; and,  except  the  right  to 
dilpofe  of  their  property,  and  the  right 
of  voting,  they  enjoy,  from  16  till  21 
rears,  all  the  other  advantages  of  men 
of  full  age  ; and  as  they  are  capable  of 
working  to  earn  wages,  they  muft  con- 
tribute to  thofe  local  expences,  and  when 
they  will  have  attained  21  years,  then 
they  will  pay  flare  taxes,  and  acquire 
the  right  of  voting  at  eledtions,  in  the 
fame  time.  Suppofe  that  they  were 
free  from  thofe  county  taxes,  the  repar- 
tition would  be  made  among  the  head 
of  families,  which  being  higher,  cveuld 
be  retained  in  proportion,  on  the  falaries 
of  young  men  working  abroad,  or  by  the 
fathers  of  thofe  working  at  home.  It 
is  then  far  better,  and  more  glorious,  for 
them  to  pay  diredlly  themfelves,  thofe 
county  taxes. 

The  fame  thing  can  be  faid,  as  to  their 
working  on  the  roads — they  enjoy  of 
the  advantages  of  thofe  common  ways, 
as  well  as  all  other  citizens  ; having  the 
bodily  flrength,  they  ought  to  give  their 
help,  to  keep  them  in  good  repair  ; 
there  is  no  mconfiftency  at  all  in  that, 
with  the  particular  condition  of  the 
maturity  of  their  mental  faculties,  21 
years  fixed  for  their  right  of  voting, 
and  the  difpolition  of  their  own  prop- 
erty. 

The  law  in  Europe,  (with  few  ex- 
ceptions) has  been  lefs  favourable  to 
young  men  than  in  America,  being  there 
fixed  at  25  years  to  be  of  age;  either 
becaufe  in  this  continent,  the  law  pays 
more  refpedt  to  a free  citizen,  or  rather 
becaufe  mankind,  under  a republican  go- 
vernment, acquires  fooner  the  rational 
faculties.  If  any  thing  could,  with 
propriety  introduce  a general  alteration 
in  our  laws  in  that  refpeft,  and  fix  the 
term  of  16  or  18  years  to  be  of  age, 
ought  to  be  only  a general  diffufion  of 
information  and  knowledge,  by  a better 
and  more  extenfive  education,  Sc  fchools 
throagh  the  (late ; the  ignorant  being 
truly  always  young.

Although  there  is  no  limilarity  be- 
tween thofe  countries  and  this,  as  to  mi 
litia  duty,  and  no  comparifan  ean  be 
drawn,  neverthelefs,  many  perfons  em- 
igrating from  Europe,  bring  along  with 
them  a dillike,  a contempt,  a prejudice 
againft  that  public  fervice,  without  con. 
fidering  rightly,  that  if  it  is  humiliating 
in  defpotic  courcries,  to  ferve  the  will 
and  ambition  of  a fovereign  defpot,  it  is 
in  a free  country,  in  a republican  gov- 
ernment, a precious,  a glorious  right,  to 
bear  arms  for  the  defence  and  mainte- 
nance of  both.  That  right,  as  well  as 
the  right  of  eleftion,  both  prove  truly 
the  fovereignty  of  the  people  ; and  re* 
ally  that  fovereignty  will  be  loft,  by  the 
liegltift  of  thole  too  effential  preroga- 
tives. If,  that,  difference  of  militia

Duroc 
marfhal  Lainet,  minifter  to  Portu 
gal  ; the  Portuguefe  envoy  ; mar- 
quis de  Gallo,  envoy  front  Naples, 
and  1 alleyrand  Perrigord,  miaifter 
of  foreign  affairs;  count  Cobent 
zel,  and  the  marquis  de  Lucchefmi, 
ambaffadors  from  Vienna  and  Ber- 
lin, were  likewife  expected  there. 

Dutch  papers  ftate  the  fa6t  as 
probably  corredl,  that  the  n*w  ti 
tie  of  emperor  of  Auftria  has  alrea 
dy  been  recognifed  by  the  court  of 
Berlin— that  the  imperial  mania 
had  not  been  confined  to  Bonaparte, 
but  that  the  king  of  Spain  was  alfo 
to  affunie  the  title  of  emperor! — 
The  emperor  of  the  French  would 
alfo  affume  the  title  of  kiasr  of  Losa 
bardy. 

The  French  troops  were  rapidly 
defiling  towards  the  fea  coaft. 

The  French  were  not  perfe6lly 
tatisfied  with  the  condu6l  and  dif 
poiition  of  his  Sicilian  majefty.  In 
the  event  of  a war  with  Ruffia 
r rench  troops  would  occupy  all  the 
trong  places  in  the  Neapolitan 
ftates.  An  embargo  on  Ruffian  and 
Swedifti  (hips  had  been  laid  at  Leg- 
horn. 

One  of  our  London  pipers  of  the 
1 Ith  Sept,  fays — We  are  happy  to 
learn  that  trade  is  more  than  com- 
monly brifk  in  moft  of  our  manu- 
fadluring  towns.  Since  the  e'eflion 
of  Louifiana  to  the  Americans,  im 
menfe  orders  have  come  over  from 
thenee  to  this  country,  particularly 
for  flowered  and  fancy  muflins.  The 
returns  made  are  in  raw  materials, 
dollars  and  provifious.
